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EU Panel: CIA Flights Common 


Report cites secret U.S. missions to transfer terror suspects 


BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The CIA has conduct- 
ed more than 1,000 clandestine flights in 
Europe since 2001, and some of them secretly 
took away terror suspects to countries where 
they could face torture, European Union law- 
makers said Wednesday. 

Legislators selected to look into allega- 
tions of questionable CIA activities in Europe 
said flight data showed a pattern of hidden 
operations by American agents, and they 
accused some European governments of 


knowing about it but remaining silent. 

Cases of terror suspects being secretly 
handed over to U.S. agents did not appear 
to be isolated, the lawmakers said in a pre- 
liminary report on their inquiry. European 
human rights treaties prohibit sending sus- 
pects to states known to torture prisoners. 

“The committee deplores the fact that, as 
established during the committee’s inves- 
tigation, the CIA has used aircraft regis- 
tered under fictitious company names or 


with private companies to secretly transfer 
terror suspects to other countries includ- 
ing Egypt, Jordan, Syria and Afghanistan,” 
according to a copy of the report obtained 
by The Associated Press. 

The investigation began in January after 
news reports that U.S. agents had interrogat- 
ed al Qaeda suspects at secret prisons in east- 
ern Europe. But the focus shifted after peo- 
ple gave detailed accounts of being abducted 
by U.S. agents in Europe and whisked away 
to jails in the Middle East, Asia and North 
Africa, jan sliva (ap)

Top White House aide

WASHINGTON I Top White House 
aide Karl Rove made his fifth grand 
jury appearance in the Valerie Plame 
affair Wednesday, undergoing sever- 
al hours of questioning about a new 
issue that has come to light since the 
last time he testified. 

Special Counsel Patrick Fitzgerald 
declined to comment at the conclu- 
sion of the grand jury session. Rove 
appeared at ease as he left the U.S. 
courthouse, joking to journalists 
to “move to the back” as the White 
House aide, his lawyers and sever- 
al reporters entered an elevator to 
leave the building. 

A week ago. Rove, the architect 
of Bush’s election victories, gave up 
his policy duties at the White House. 
He is returning to a full-time focus

Lawmakers Shift

WASHINGTON | The Senate voted 
Wednesday to divert some of the 
money President Bush requested for 
the war in Iraq to instead increase 
security on the nation’s borders and 
provide the Coast Guard with new 
boats and helicopters. 

Senators also ignored a White 
House veto threat and overwhelm- 
ingly voted against cutting a $106.5 
billion measure funding Iraq, further 


ining questions left unanswered in 
the leaking of Plame’s CIA identity. 
Fitzgerald was seen before the new 
panel was Dec. 7- 

The previous grand jury looking 
into the CIA leak expired Oct. 28, 
the day it indicted Vice President 
Dick Cheney’s chief of staff on five 
counts of perjury, obstruction and 
lying to the FBI. 

The only new issue in the CIA 
leak probe known to involve Rove 
is a contact his lawyer, Robert 
Luskin, had with Time magazine 
reporter Viveca Novak. The con- 
tact is important because during it, 
the Time reporter told Luskin that 
Rove might have disclosed Plame’s 
CIA status in 2003 to another Time 
reporter. Matt Cooper. 

The Luskin-Novak conversation 
occurred many months before Rove 
belatedly revealed to the prosecu- 
tor that he had spoken with Cooper.

Senate Seeks Oil Records 


Committee demands 
firms’ tax reeords in 
‘eomprehensive’ probe 

WASHINGTONIA Senate committee 
Wednesday announced an investi- 
gation into taxes paid by major oil 
companies and asked the Internal 
Revenue Service for the companies’ 
tax returns. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
promised “a comprehensive review 
of the federal taxes paid” by the oil 
companies on their record profits 
last year. 

Sen. Charles Grassley, R-Iowa, 
the committee’s chairman, said the 
panel was concerned about high 
profits and executive compensa- 


tion at oil companies. 

“I want to make sure the oil com- 
panies aren’t taking a speed pass 
by the tax man,” said Grassley in 
a statement. 

With gasoline prices soaring and 
oil companies announcing record 
profits, “it’s relevant to know what 
the real financial picture is for 
this industry,” Montana Sen. Max 
Baucus, the ranking Democrat on 
the committee, said. 

It’s highly unusual for the Senate 
committee to seek corporate tax 
records. The last time it was done 
was when the panel asked the IRS 
for the tax records of Enron Corp. 

The committee announcement 
came as Congress showed increasing 
concern amid political fallout over 


high gasoline prices and oil indus- 
try profits. Lawmakers began mov- 
ing on various fronts to eliminate 
loopholes and some tax provisions 
that save oil companies billions of 
dollars. 

In a letter to the IRS, Grassley 
and Baucus said the tax records of 
the major oil companies are needed 
to conduct “a comprehensive review” 
of the companies’ compliance with 
tax laws. 

“As pressure mounts to address 
extraordinarily high gas prices that 
consumers are facing at the pump, 
we feel we should better understand 
the federal tax posture of the indus- 
try,” the two senators wrote IRS 
Commissioner Mark Everson.

Bush taps Snow for

Fox pundit’s files

WASHINGTON | President Bush gave 
his presidency a facelift Wednesday, 
tapping a smooth-talking, telegenic 
conservative commentator as the 
new White House press secretary. 

The appointment of Fox News 
pundit Tony Snow as Bush’s third 
chief spokesman was intended in 
part to help improve the White 
House’s frayed relationship with 
the press corps. Bush paired the 


announcement of his choice with 
some friendlyjabs at reporters, and a 
serving of respect for their craft. 

Snow, a 50 -year- old Ohio native, 
plans to take over from current press 
secretary Scott McClellan the week 
of May 8. 

Democrats seized on remarks 
and writings Snow has produced 
in nearly 25 years in the media that 
have been critical of Bush, and often 
provocative. Snow has been the host 
of the “Tony Snow Show” on Fox 
News Radio and “Weekend Live 
with Tony Snow” on the Fox News 
Channel.

Recovered Body 
Linked to Missing 
N.J. Student 

EWING, N.J. I Searchers at a 
Pennsylvania landfill found the body 
of a college student who disappeared 
more than a month ago, but police 
said Wednesday they don’t suspect 
foul play. 

John Fiocco 
Jr., a freshman 
at The College of 
New Jersey, was 
last seen early 
March 25 when 
he returned to 
his campus dor- 
mitory after a party. 

Investigators later found his 
blood on the dormitory’s trash bin, 
which led them to the landfill in 
nearby Tullytown, Pa. 

After more than three weeks 
of searching, they found the body 
Tuesday, police and investigators 
said Wednesday. Fiocco was iden- 
tified through dental records. 

State police Superintendent Rick 
Fuentes said the investigation is con- 
tinuing, but Fiocco’s death is not clas- 
sified as a homicide. 

Investigators contacted 1,000 stu- 
dents and school workers, and inter- 
viewed more than 150 of Fiocco’s 
friends and relatives, and don’t sus- 
pect foul play, he said, (ap)

‘Minutemen’ See Boost From Rallies

Immigration marches 
give border project 
jump in recruitment 

IRVINE, CALIF. | Laurie Lisonbee 
worried about illegal immigra- 
tion but figured it was somebody 
else’s issue — until she saw hun- 
dreds of thousands of immigrants 
and their supporters marching 
across her TV screen. 

Soon, Lisonbee had recruited 
several friends to attend a demon- 
stration by the Minuteman Project, 
a volunteer group that patrols the 
border to keep out illegal immi- 
grants. Now, the 51-year- old art 
professor checks the group’s Web 
site daily and plans a summer trip 
to the Mexican border to help build 
a fence. 

Minuteman organizers say this 


spring’s marches have proved to be 
an unexpected recruitment tool for 
Americans who feel uneasy about 
the burgeoning immigration move- 


ment but may have considered the 
organization a pack of gun-toting 
vigilantes. 

“We’re not trying to be more 


mainstream — mainstream has 
found us,” said Stephen Eichler, the 
group’s executive director. “They’re 
saying, ' They believe what I believe,’ 
and they’re joining us.” 

The Minuteman Project first 
gained attention last year when 
Orange County resident and for- 
mer tax accountant Jim Gilchrist 
helped lead its first 30 -day patrol 
of the border in Arizona. The group 
has added mainstream political 
tools, including a network of local 
chapters and e-mail lobbying cam- 
paigns. 

Since this spring’s huge pro- 
immigrant rallies, 300 people 
nationwide have applied to start 
local chapters, according to Eichler. 
The group’s goal is 500 chapters by 
December and a membership of 1 
million within 134 years, Eichler

Fla. Lawmakers 
Agree on Closing 
Juvenile Camps 

TALLAHASSEE, FLA. I Florida law- 
makers agreed Wednesday to shut 
down the state’s juvenile boot camps 
after the death of a 14 -year-old boy 
who had been beaten by guards. 

The move still requires both 
chambers’ approval. 

Under the agreement, the four 
remaining sheriff-run boot camps 
would be replaced with a new, less 
militaristic program that would also 
be run by sheriffs but closely moni- 
tored by the state. 

The elimination of boot camps 
was prompted by the Jan. 6 death 
of Martin Lee Anderson, who was 
roughed up by guards at a Panama 
City boot camp. The camp was shut 
down after the boy’s death, which 
remains under investigation and 
prompted protests, (ap)

Soldiers Open Fire on

Soldiers opened fire Wednesday 
on a crowd of thousands of villag- 
ers angry about the death of a local 
woman at an army base in south- 
western Nepal, killing six and 
wounding at least 11, officials said. 
The shooting came as Nepal’s com- 
munist rebels withdrew a blockade 
of the country’s highways, but gave 
the country’s political parties atwo- 
day deadline to begin the process 
of rewriting the constitution, their 
leader said, (ap) 


Surprise trip comes as 
U.S. Army leader sees 
hope for partial pullout 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Success in form- 
ing a new Iraqi government may let 
some U.S. troops leave the war zone 
within months, the top American 
military commander in Iraq said 
Wednesday. Paying a surprise visit. 
Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice 
and Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld embraced the country’s 
fledgling leaders as independent 
and focused on the future. 


“I came away most encour- 
aged,” Rumsfeld said after he and 
Rice spent a day meeting with Iraqi 
politicians and U.S. military and 
diplomatic advisers. 

Rice called the priorities and 
commitment of Iraq’s newly 
selected prime minister, Nouri 
al-Maliki, “refreshing and really 
heartening.” 

The show of support for Iraq’s 
government was meant to reso- 
nate in Iraq and among Americans, 
whose frustration with the war 
effort has helped drive President 
Bush’s poll numbers to new lows.

Army Gen. George Casey, the 
top U.S. military commander, 
said selection of government lead- 
ers marked a major step toward cre- 
ating conditions that could allow a 
partial withdrawal.

Separately, U.S. troops backed by 
a helicopter and jets struck a suspect-

Only militants die in 
new assault targeting

CAIRO, EGYPT I Two suicide attackers 
targeting international peacekeep- 
ers and police blew themselves up 
Wednesday, two days after nearly 
simultaneous bombings killed at 
least 21 people at a resort in the 
Sinai Peninula. 

Egyptian Interior Minister 
Habib el-Adly said all the blasts 
this week were linked to terror 


attacks against Sinai resorts last 
year and in 2004. 

“The information we have 
indicates that (the perpetrators) 
are Sinai Bedouin, and the latest 
operations are linked to the pre- 
vious attacks,” el-Adly told state 
television, referring to the ter- 
ror attacks in the Sinai resorts of 
Sharm el- Sheik last July and Taba 
in October 2004. 

Egyptian authorities — eager 
not to further damage the Sinai’s 
vital tourist trade by linking al 
Qaeda to the bombings — have 


blamed Bedouin tribesmen for past 
attacks. But some outside intelli- 
gence officials have said groups 
linked to Osama bin Laden’s ter- 
ror organization were the more 
likely suspects. 

Wednesday’s attacks were unso- 
phisticated — one bomber was rid- 
ing a bicycle — and only the mili- 
tants died. 

The death and destruction were 
far greater Monday, when three 
bombs shattered a peaceful holi- 
day weekend, killing 21 people in the 
Dahab resort, willathayer (ap)

Airstrikes on Tamil 
Tiger strongholds 
cause thousands to flee 

COLOMBO, SRI LANKA I The military 
unleashed airstrikes and mortar 
attacks Wednesday at areas con- 
trolled by Tamil Tiger insurgents, 
who said that 15,000 people had 
fled the second day of violence 
sparked by a suspected rebel sui- 
cide bombing. 

The rebels said at least 12 people 
in its territory had been killed in 
attacks that the military launched 
Tuesday in the first major military 
assault since agreesing to a 4 -year- 
old cease-fire. The government 
attacks escalated Wednesday after 
the government said rebel mortar 
fire at targets including a navy 
ship had killed three civilians and 
injured 11 people. 

The government pledged contin- 
ued action against the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Eelam, which it held 
responsible after a Tuesday suicide 
bombing that injured the govern- 
ment’s top military commander. 

A top military analyst said that 
Sri Lanka could return to full-scale 
warfare if the government’s mili- 
tary operation expands and results 
in substantial rebel casualties, (ap)

Iran Warns U.S. on Attack 



Supreme leader says 
Tehran would respond 
‘twofold’ to an invasion 

TEHRAN, IRAN I With a U.N. dead- 
line looming for Tehran to halt its 
uranium enrichment activities, 
Iran’s supreme leader warned the 
United States on Wednesday that 
his nation would hit back twice as 
hard if America attacked its nucle- 
ar sites. 

Even as it threatened to ravage 
US. global interests, Iran sent its 
top nuclear official to Vienna for 
talks with the U.N.’s nuclear watch- 
dog agency ahead of a Friday dead- 
line. 

“The Americans should know 
that if they invade Iran, their inter- 
ests around the world would be 
harmed,” supreme leader Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei told workers gathered 
ahead of an international workers’ 
holiday, state television reported. 

“Iran will respond twofold to any 
attack,” Khamenei said. 

The United States has repeatedly 
said it has no plans to attack Iran 


but that all options remain on the 
table as it pursues a diplomatic solu- 
tion to Iran’s insistence on enrich- 
ing uranium— a process that can 
produce fuel for generators or fissile 
material for nuclear bombs. 

The Security Council has given 
Iran until Friday to suspend enrich- 
ment. If it does not, the council is 
likely to consider punitive measures 
against the Islamic republic. 

Iran has rejected the ultimatum, 
but senior negotiator Gholamreza 


Aghazadeh was discussing the 
issue in talks Wednesday with 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency, which is preparing a 
report on Iran’s compliance with 
the Security Council demand. 

In Vienna, diplomats speaking 
on condition of anonymity were 
skeptical of any proposals that 
Aghazadeh was carrying, saying 
they were unlikely to alter the nega- 
tive tone of the IAEA report to the

As Local Vote Nears New offensive 


LONDONIIna single disastrous day, 
one of Prime Minister Tony Blair’s 
closest allies came under fire over a 
prisoner release scandal, his deputy 
admitted an extramarital fling, and 
his health secretary endured jeers 
from nurses. 

The headaches are piling up for 
Blair and his Labour Party ahead of 
local elections that could reduce the 
British leader’s chances of hanging 
on to power if they go badly. 

Conservative Party leader David 
Cameron pounced on Blair after the 
nation’s top law enforcement offi- 
cial admitted officials released more 
than 1,000 foreign convicts from 
prison without considering whether 
they should be deported. 

Deputy Prime Minister John 
Prescott’s acknowledgment of an 
extramarital affair with a secretary 
was another issue, adding a sordid 


element to the government’s prob- 
lems. 

Prescott’s office confirmed the 
Daily Mirror newspaper had accu- 
rately reported his admission that 
“I did have a relationship with her 
which I regret.”

PARIS I Leaders of Chad’s main rebel 
group said Wednesday that oppo- 
sition forces could launch a new 
offensive ahead of May 3 presi- 
dential elections. 

France-based representatives for 
the United Front for Democratic 
Change claimed their group held 
80 percent of Chad’s territory, and 
had enough people and weapons to 
depose President Idriss Deby. 

A rebel attack on Chad’s capital 
April 13 left at least 350 dead and 
prompted concern about stability 
in the central African nation. But 
Deby quickly repelled the attack, 
and the rebel forces appear much 
weaker than they claim. 

Still, Raoul Laona Gong, exter- 
nal affairs director for the rebel 
group, said at a Paris news con- 
ference, “We’re ready to use force 
before or after May 3.” (ap)

Ukrainians Recall 
Chernobyl Tragedy 


Yushchenko says 
disaster site should 
become place of ‘hope’ 

CHERNOBYL, UKRAINE | Ukrainians 
marked the 20th anniversary of 
the Chernobyl nuclear disaster 
Wednesday — paying homage to 
the victims while searching for 
ways to live with the legacy of the 
world’s worst ever nuclear acci- 
dent and restore life to contami- 
nated land. 

President Viktor Yushchenko, 
arriving by helicopter at the shut- 
tered Chernobyl nuclear power plant 
for commemorations, said that 
Chernobyl should be transformed 
into a beacon of hope, and nuclear 
energy should not be feared. 

“Chernobyl must not be a mourn- 
ing place; it must become a place of 
hope,” Yushchenko said after lay- 
ing flowers beneath a monument to 


victims of the 1986 disaster. 

That will be difficult in a 
nation where Chernobyl’s emo- 
tional wounds remain raw. The 
final health, environmental and 
social tolls are still unknown two 
decades after Chernobyl’s Reactor 
No. 4 exploded during a pre-dawn 
test April 26, 1986, spewing radio- 
active clouds over much of the 
western Soviet Union and north- 
ern Europe. 

Bringing red carnations and 
flickering candles to Chernobyl 
memorials, Ukrainians repeat- 
ed a common mantra: It can’t be 
allowed to happen again. 

Thousands have been diag- 
nosed with thyroid cancer, and 
the U.N. health agency said about 
9,300 people were likely to die of 
cancers caused by radiation. Some 
groups, such as Greenpeace, have 
suggested that number could be 10 
times higher, natasha lisova (ap) 


Putin Decides to Reroute Oil Pipeline 


TOMSK, RUSSIA I President Vladimir 
Putin on Wednesday ordered a 
planned Siberian oil pipeline to 
be moved farther away from Lake 
Baikal, the world’s largest body of 
fresh water, in a surprise announce- 
ment that dismayed energy officials 
and delighted environmentalists. 

Officials had proposed rout- 


ing the pipeline within 875 yards 
of Baikal, alarming environmen- 
talists who said the lake’s unique 
ecology could be destroyed in the 
event of a rupture. 

The pipeline is set to run from 
Siberia’s Irkutsk region to the Amur 
region on the Chinese border, then 
on to Russia’s Pacific coast, (ap)

Religious Forum Kicks Off 


Interfaith assembly 
eomes to D.C. for first 
meeting held in U.S. 

WASHINGTON I Religious leaders from 
a broad swath of worldwide faiths 
will meet this week at Georgetown 
University, marking the first time the 
annual interfaith forum is held in the 
United States since it was started 20 
years ago by Pope John Paul 11. 

The opening session of the two- 


day “International Prayer for Peace,” 
which brings together leaders of 
major religions for discussions, was 
set for Wednesday. The summit will 
end Thursday with the signing of a 
proclamation for peace. 

The event is the largest regular 
interfaith gathering in the world, 
with 100 speakers from across the 
world. The roster of religious lead- 
ers scheduled to speak includes 
Catholics, Jews, Methodists, 
Muslims, Mennonites, Eastern 


Orthodox Christians and Shintoists. 
Charity groups, academics, journal- 
ists and diplomats also take part. 

This year’s discussions include 
issues such as the role of religion 
in dealing with terrorism, poverty, 
AIDS, genocide and resolving con- 
flicts between faiths. 

Pope John Paul II held the first 
meeting in 1986 when he gathered 
with leaders from non- Christian reli- 
gions to pray, fast and hold a “World 
Day of Prayer for Peace.” (ap)

EPA Told to Follow Law 
In River Pollution Caps 


Agency had asserted 
that ‘daily limits may 
be seasonal or annual 

WASHINGTON I A federal appeals 
court has ordered the Environmental 
Protection Agency to limit pollution 
for the Anacostia River more fre- 
quently to comply with the Clean 
Water Act, a ruling that may have 
implications for other cities. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
D.C. Circuit on Tuesday ordered daily 
caps on pollution to replace a system 
of annual and seasonal pollution lim- 
its. A lower court had agreed with 


the EPA’s contention that the word 
“daily” in the act was flexible enough 
to include seasonal or annual limits, 
but the three-judge panel decided 
the word “daily” was literal. 

“Daily means daily, nothing else,” 
Judge David S. Tatel wrote in a 14- 
page decision. “Doctors making 
daily rounds would be of little use 
to their patients if they appeared 
seasonally or annually.” 

Environmentalists said the deci- 
sion would help reduce the millions 
of gallons of raw sewage that flows 
into the Anacostia every year, mak- 
ing it one of the nation’s most pol- 
luted rivers, (ap) 


More to Testify in McKinney Incident 


WASHINGTON | More House aides 
have been served with subpoenas 
to testify in the grand jury inves- 
tigation of an incident last month 
where Rep. Cynthia McKinney hit 
a Capitol Police officer. 

Staffers from four congressional 


offices said Tuesday they would com- 
ply with subpoenas, related to the 
March 29 incident where McKinney, 
a Georgia Democrat, entered a 
Capitol building unrecognized by 
the officer on duty and then hit him 
when he tried to stop her. (ap)

Angry Lay Spars 
With Prosecutors 


Ex-Enron chief denies 
witness-tampering 
allegations at trial 

HOUSTON I Enron Corp. founder 
Kenneth Lay dropped his famous 
affable persona as his cross-exami- 
nation began Wednesday, snarling 
at a prosecutor who accused him 
of witness tampering when the ex- 
chairman and chief executive called 
several potential witnesses during 
his fraud and conspiracy trial. 

Jurors who had been listening 
impassively snapped to attention. 

“Did you have any conversations 
to get your story straight for trial?” 
asked prosecutor John Hueston, 
equally primed for battle. 

“Can you elaborate on that Mr. 
Hueston?” Lay shot back. “I’m not 
sure what story you’re talking about.” 

The prosecutor noted that Lay 
called two Goldman Sachs & Co. 
executives during the trial regard- 
ing a September 2001 meeting about 
Enron. 

Former Enron Chief Financial 
Officer Andrew Fastow — whom 
Lay has dubbed a traitor, liar and 
crook — testified that he and Lay 
met with the executives to discuss

restructuring Enron at the same 
time Lay was telling employees 
and reporters that the company was 
sound. Lay says the executives called 
the meeting to discuss Enron’s vul- 
nerability to a takeover. 

Lay said he called the execu- 
tives in March — the same month 
Fastow testified — but he said he 
didn’t try to align their memories 
of the meeting with his. 

Lay’s visible anger and Hueston’s 
rapid-fire questioning produced an 
electricity that has been absent from 
the trial, even during almost eight 
days of testimony from his scrappi-

Haywood Puts

w I z A R D S I Brendan Haywood wasn’t 
even supposed to be starting this 
series. His play for the Washington 
Wizards has been below the radar 
so often that he started referring 
to himself and Jared Jeffries as the 
“Little Two” — as opposed to Big 
Three that lead the team in scor- 
ing and publicity. 

The 7-foot center made his mark, 
however, against none other than 
LeBron James in Game 2 of the 
Wizards’ first-round series against 
the Cleveland Cavaliers. His not- 
so -gentle bear hug of the super- 
star driving the lane set the tone 
for Tuesday’s 89-84 victory, which 
tied the series at one game apiece.

Nebraska river is 
meal station for birds, 
draw for tourists 

To the human eye, the shallow, 
muddy Platte River surrounded 
by razed cornfields and brown 
pastureland is, at best, austere. 

To the half-million sandhill 
cranes that land along an 80 -mile 
stretch of the river each spring, it’s 
an open space to roost that doesn’t 
offer hiding places to predators. The 
birds also see plenty of places to feed 
on scattered corn and insect-rich 
cow waste. 

“They build their reserves 
here; that’s why they hang out 
here for so long,” explained Tim 
Tunnell, grassland manager for 
The Nature Conservancy, which 
partners with the Nebraska Game 
and Parks Commission to promote 
restoration and conservation of the 
Platte-area grasslands so important 
to the cranes’ existence. 

The 3- to 4 -foot-tall cranes pack 
on as much as 20 percent of their 
body weight by gorging on corn 
left in the fields from the previous 
fall’s harvest. They use their beaks 
to flip over cow patties to dine on 
insects and grubs found under- 
neath them. 

“Just like they turned over buf- 
falo patties before cattle were here,” 
said Keanna Leonard, education 
director of the National Audubon 
Society’s Rowe Sanctuary near 
Gibbon. 

The light gray, heron -like birds 
need the extra calories to continue 
migratingfrom their winter grounds 
in the southern United States and 
Mexico to northern Alaska, Canada 
and Siberia, where they spend the 
summer. Once they reach those 
northern climes, they will nest 
and hatch their young before ven- 
turing back south and beginning 
the migratory cycle again.

But it’s their three- to four- 
week layover along the river from 
Lexington to just west of Grand 
Island that has people from 
around the world pouring into the 
Midwestern state from mid-March 
through April. Some estimates have 
around 60,000 people showing up, 
some of them simply pulling over 
on the shoulder of Interstate 80 to 
watch the cranes fly over or share 
corn. Others set up pre-dawn bird- 
watching tours in various unheated 
blinds that are often a half-mile’s 
hike from the nearest road. 

There, they wait with binoculars 
for the birds to take off, careful not 
to make a sound for fear of spook- 
ing the nervous birds. 

“It’s fascinating to see,” said Eric 
Hoff, a seasonal employee for the 
conservancy who leads sightseeing 
tours. “I can see why people would 
wonder what it is about the heart of 
Nebraska that attracts them.” 

The cranes reap the benefits 
from the advent of agriculture 
along the river, giving them ade- 
quate and easily accessible food. 
They also get help from envoirn- 
mental organizations, which work 
to keep the area attractive to cranes

and other wildlife. That includes 
discing land around the river to 
prevent trees and other vegeta- 
tion from growing, which would 
keep the cranes away. 

The cranes, in turn, spark a surge 
of tourism for central Nebraska that 
brings people from as far as China 
and Madagascar and helps pump 
up the area’s economy. 

But there are hitches in the 
dance that sometimes find humans 
and birds stepping on each other’s 
toes. 

Tunnell, who works with private 
landowners along the Platte to con- 
serve land for the cranes, conceded 
that advances in agriculture mean 
more grain is making it into har-

vest bins than ever before. 

“We have to do what makes 
sense for farmers and other land- 
owners here — in most cases, eco- 


nomically,” he said. “We can’t really 
say, ‘You need to alter your harvest 
techniques to leave more corn on 
the ground.’ They’d just be leaving 
money on the ground.” 

Some farmers also find the influx 
of people more disruptive than the 
cranes. They complain that their 
tractors are obstructed by vehicles 
pulled over on back roads to watch 
the cranes. 

Some want to build recreational 
houses along the river. Others are 
simply angry that sandhill cranes 
are protected from hunting in 
Nebraska, but not other states 
along their migratory path. 

Then there’s the concern that the 
cranes could bring a deadly strain of 
bird flu to the area after congregat- 
ing up north with other waterfowl 
populations known to carry it. 

“All of the game agencies 
are watching that very closely,” 
Tunnell said. “That’s one of the 
reasons we’re trying to get these 
roosting sites spread out a little 
bit along the Platte. If there is an 
outbreak of bird flu in one part of 
the river, the whole Earth popula- 
tion isn’t affected, because they’re

Maryland man saves 
the great outdoors by 
raising trees inside 

Ron Graunke likes to think of him- 
self as the modern-day Johnny 
Appleseed. But instead of limiting 
himself to apple trees, he grows 
dozens of varieties of trees at his 
nursery. 

Graunke, owner of Ron’s Nursery 
and Landscaping in Mount Airy, has 
been raising trees since 1988. He 
started outdoors on eight acres, but 
found he didn’t have a high success 
rate because of all the outdoor pres- 
sures: insects, deer, mice, voles and 
weather. On top of that, the roots 
didn’t do well with being transplant- 
ed because of the disturbance in 
digging them up. 

So, he started experimenting

with two greenhouses and with 
growing the trees in pots. But the 
roots grew into big balls, he said, 
and weren’t very adaptable. 

He devised a system of plant- 
ing tree seeds and acorns in plastic 
tubes. The tubes can be as narrow 
as 214 inches in diameter, he said, 
because the roots just need to go 
down. Roots don’t need to branch 
out until the tree starts branching 
out on top. As a result of this new 


method, Graunke can fit 12 to 25 
tree seedlings in a square foot. 
Graunke estimated that he grows 
250,000 trees each year. 

Nearly everything in the green- 
house is a recycled material, Graunke 


said. He composts horse manure 
and mixes it with sand and other 
soil additives to make potting soil. 
The tubes are recycled plastic that 
should biodegrade outdoors in 
five years, he said. His irrigation 



system is connected to a well that 
can pump five gallons per minute 
— about the rate that water comes 
out of a garden hose, he said. The 
irrigation system is computerized, 
he said, and can water 3,000 trees 
at a time. 

The tops of Graunke’s green- 
houses are covered with a light 
blue plastic. Plants in the blue 
tubes grow two to three times 
faster than plants without the blue 
plastic filter, he said. As a result, he 
can grow a three- to four-foot tree 
in six months, whereas that would 
take about two years in a normal 
setting, he said. 

“The faster we get a forest, the 
faster we can make up for our mis- 
takes of cutting down the trees,” he 
said. 

Throughout the fall, Graunke 
drives from site to site to collect 
acorns, walnuts, maple seeds, and 
whatever else he can find. During 
the winter he plants the seeds, and 
during the next three seasons, he 
transplants the trees at their con- 
tracted sites. 

“Fall is actually the best time 
to plant trees,” Graunke said. 
“But the best time to plant is 
when you have the time to do it.”

Is it common to bring in someone 
who was more a newscaster-type 
than McClellan or Fleischer? Does 
he have the skills needed to handle 
the media? 

Before Tony’s appointment, I 
was the last working journalist to 
be tapped for press secretary. All the 
others, until now, were P.R. people 
or government public affairs offi- 
cers. I believe a journalist as press 
secretary has some advantages: He 
or she knows first-hand what kind 
of information reporters need . . . and 
he or she can use their reportorial 
skills to dig information out of the 
various White House offices. 

How will Snow compare to Scott 
McClellan? Do you think as a 
mouthpiece for Bush he’ll just be 
repeating the same non-answers 
McClellan gave? 

Tony should benefit from his 
previous service as a journalist. I 
think his toughest chore will be 
to persuade President Bush and 
others in the White House to drop 
their defensive attitudes toward the 
news media and to take the time to 
explain their actions and to educate 
reporters about the many complex 
issues facing our country. 

What hours did you work as press 
secretary and will someone who is 
recovering from colon cancer be 
able to handle the hours and strain? 

I was picked up from home by a 
White House car at 6:30 a.m., and 
I usually got home in the evening 
between 10 and 11. 1 think Tony is 
more than able physically to han- 
dle the job. 

Did you find it hard to switch sides, 
to be a spokesman and having to 
answer questions, instead of ask- 
ing them? 

My attitude when I took the press 
secretary’s job was that I was still 


a reporter. I was a reporter on the 
inside. I’d see what was going on 
in the White House every day and 
then come out at my briefing and 
report to the other reporters what I 
had seen and heard. In reality, that 
turned out to be a bit naive. 

There was a comment made by 
Snow himself (I think), as to why 
would he take a pay cut to become a 
pinata. Why did he? 

I’m not sure why he did. But I can 
tell you why I did — after covering 
the White House during Lyndon 
Johnson’s presidency and the first

ON TOUR FROM THE San Jose Museum 
of Art in California, the Katzen Arts 
Center presents “Visual Politics: 
The Art of Engagement.” Based 
on University of Berkeley art his- 
torian Peter Seitz’ book on the same 
subject, the exhibit examines the 
intertwined history of art and 
politics. Rasmussen talked about 
the show. 

Why’d we have to go to California 
to get a show like this? 

The reason is that not only did a 
lot of social and antiwar move- 
ments originate in California, but 
that the art created out there lends 
itself to social and political com- 
mentary. Washington art is mostly 
abstract, mostly intellectual. 

So this show couldn’t have been 


conceived on the East Coast? 

It would be very, very different. 
Certainly there are artists who 
have addressed political issues in 
their art, but I think the quality of 
the artists that concern themselves 
with political art on the West Coast 
is much different from practice on 
the East Coast. 

Were there any major changes? 

I added an outdoor installation by 
an anti-war ecofeminist. 

That’s the pillowcases, right? 

Yes, they’re pillowcases from 
women across the world [who] 
have written their dreams and 
nightmares about nuclear war. 
And I added some contemporary 
pieces ... a piece that comments on 
Abu Ghraib, another piece called 
“Condi Antoinette.” 

Without the contemporary pieces, 
does the message change? 


Every painting in this show, every 
multimedia piece, every sculpture 
— it’s all relevant to today, whether 
it concerns immigration, nuclear 
proliferation, human rights, civil 
rights or personal-identity issues. 
It’s like nothing’s changed. 

Are they all countercultural pieces? 

By definition, political art is against 
the status quo. 


What’s the difference between 
propaganda and political art? 

It’s not propaganda. It’s not post- 
ers advertising a march. ... There’s 
a long, long history of great politi- 
cal art. All you have to do is go to 
the National Gallery and look at the 
Dada show. It’s not a new idea, just 
new for Washington. 

What’s the feedback thus far?

I only talked to about four angry 
people, which was sort of disap- 
pointing; I expected more. 

What were they angry about? 

Mostly it was how come all this 
work is criticizing Christian religion.

Does that even exist? 

It doesn’t, unless Dick Cheney starts

STAG E I The best thing about Arena 
Stages terrific production of “Lady 
Day at Emerson’s Bar and Grill” is 
not the sharp writing of play- 
wright Lanie Robertson or the 
way the Kreeger Theater is made 
to look like a jazz nightclub. (You 
can even bring in beverages.) 

Rather, it’s in the way Lynn 
Sterling evokes Billie Holiday 
without ever mimicking her. 

Sure, she exudes Lady Day’s 
boozy swagger and bruised beau- 
ty (though Sterling is slim and out- 
right pretty), but she sings Holiday’s 
songs in a voice that’s her own, not 
that of an impersonator. 

So instead of Rich Little in 



BLUE LADY: Lynn Sterling evokes but doesn’t impersonate the diva in her last days, 


sequins the audience gets an actress 
fully in tune with this singular sing- 
er’s spirit without trying to compete 
with her legendary voice. 

Set four months before Holiday’s 
death in 1959, “Lady Day” features 
the crooner fronting a piano trio at 
a Philadelphia club. Between songs, 
she tells ribald and heartbreaking 
tales about her hardscrabble life. 
Except for the brief interjections by 
piano player Jimmy Powers, played 
by musical director William Foster 
McDaniel, the play is pretty much 
a one-woman show. 

But Sterling’s commanding pres- 
ence is more than enough to keep 
your attention pinned to the stage.

The trip to 
Canterbury goes 
by faster thanks 
to the rump jokes 


STAGE I If you’ve ever wondered 
where Benny Hill came from, 
look no further than Geoffrey 
Chaucer’s riotously funny and 
wildly flatulent “The Canterbury 
Tales.” Though it was written in 
the 14th century, this legendary 
play has so many jokes about 
breaking wind, bawdy sex, 
butts and bosoms that you half 
expect “Yakety Sax” to start play- 
ing as the cod-pieced actors dash 
around the stage. 

The Farrelly brothers might 
even blush during the masturba- 
tion, nose -picking and bare -bum- 
kissing scenes, but “The Canterbury 



Tales” is no 
“Dumb or 
Dumber” — it’s filthier. 

And dirty is just how Chaucer 
liked it. 

“All that is literally as described 
in the text,” said Mike Poulton, who 
adapted Chaucer’s play for the Royal 
Shakespeare Company. “The back- 
side out of the window, the farting— 
it’s all in the original.” 

Yes, there are some serious tales 
among the 24 in “Canterbury,” but 
the sheer number of jokes that 
revolve around the rump (and 
what comes out of it) will be a sur- 
prise if you’ve only read the play 


in English class but have never 
seen it performed. But Poulton 
swore it was all there 600 years 
ago: “Absolutely. It’s very, very 
close to the original. Nothing 
has been added.” 

What Poulton did was tweak the 
late medieval English for modern 
ears. 

“The intention was to stay as 
close to the original as I possibly 
could,” he said. “So the language, 
with one or two exceptions— one 
or two rather cheeky jokes — I’ve 
kept as close as I can to the origi- 
nal. Sometimes I’ve included unfa- 
miliar words because I liked them 


so much. Where the meaning of 
the word is obvious in the context. 
I’ve left it. Where it’s more dif- 
ficult, then I’ve replaced it with 
a word that’s contemporary but 
that’s from Chaucer’s own time. 
So you get this feeling that you’re 
not moving too far from the late 
14th century.” 

The Royal Shakespeare 
Company is “the leading com- 
pany in England — and argu- 
ably in the world,” said Poulton, 
and it is performing 18 of “The 
Canterbury Tales” at the Kennedy 
Center in two sections, each last- 
ing three hours. “The two parts 
are independent of each other,” 
Poulton said. “But I think it’s best 
to see Part One first and Part Two 
second, but there’s no need for 
that. People who have just seen 
Part Two on its own are perfectly 
happy with that, and there’s as 
much variety in Part Two as in 
Part One.” 

In other words: You’ll get tons 
of gas no matter when you go.

MUSIC I Featuring shearing noise, 
distortion and ambient washes, 
Dalek’s sound might seem like metal 
or experimental or some avant- 
garde classical composition. 

So what makes it hip-hop? 
There’s the sick beats, the boom- 
ing voice. But, mainly, this is hip- 
hop because Dalek says it is. 

“To quote Phil Spector, there’s 
only two kinds of music: good and 
bad,” said Dalek, the MC whose 
moniker also graces his 10 -year col- 
laboration with producer Oktopus. 
“I love when kids are like T don’t 
listen to hip-hop. but I love your 
record,’ and I have to say, ‘Hate to 
break it to you but now you listen 
to hip-hop.’ No greater compliment 
than that.” 

The group’s fourth full-length, 
“Absence,” is the latest in a string

of genre -busting hip-hop reinven- 
tions. Their soundscapes frequent- 
ly evoke chimerical descriptions 
like My Bloody Valentine -meets - 
Public Enemy. And they’ve toured 
with groups as disparate in sound 
as the Melvins and De La Soul. 
But even when collaborating with 
free -jazz percussionist William 
Hooker, glitch-hop visionary Kid 
606 or krautrock legends Faust, 
one can always hear Dalek’s roots 
in Newark, N. J. 

Tellingly, Dalek mentions his 
dream collaborators. After My 
Bloody Valentine, it’s all New 
Yorkers: Lou Reed, KRS-One, 
Chuck D and radical political rap- 
per Immortal Technique. “As a duo, 
we can bring in anyone we want for 
a certain project,” said Dalek. “Next 
up is Rob Swift,” formerly of turn- 
tablist collective The X-ecutioners. 
Whatever they dream up, there’s no 
danger that it will involve guns, 
platinum, Apple Bottoms or cham- 
pagne. “I truly believe that hip-hop 
is so young, with so much ground 
to cover, that I want to see where 
we can push it to.” bob massey

An innovative school 
emphasizes the value 
of an arts education 

DO GOOD I How important are the 
arts to a child’s development? Very, 
argues Two Rivers Public Charter 
School, which integrates music, 
drama and visual arts into its cur- 
riculum. 

Arts also play a crucial role to 
the school’s livelihood. That’s why 
Two Rivers is hosting its second 
annual “Framing the Future Gala,” 
this Saturday at the City Museum. 
Various photographers, jewelers, 
textile and mixed-media artists 
will donate their works for sale and 
a silent auction. Attendees will also 
be treated to live jazz music, fine 
cuisine and cocktails. 

Two Rivers hopes to raise 
$65,000 to support its arts pro- 
gram and to help pay its artist-in- 
residence teachers. In addition, the 


money will help support school trips 
to performances and to bring in vis- 
iting artists, such as members of the 
Shakespeare Theater Company and 
Step Afrika! dance troupe. “We give 
students arts experiences both as a 
participant and as an observer. That 
costs a lot of money,” explained Two 


Rivers Principal Jessica Wodatch. 
“We also include our visiting artists 
in some of our professional devel- 
opments.” 

Two Rivers caters to students 
from preschool through fourth 
grade and uses the Expeditionary 
Learning Outward Bound instruc- 


tion model, teaching children 
research and analytical skills 
through discovery. 

“Last year, our third-graders 
studied Washington, D.C., histo- 
ry, doing investigations into vari- 
ous parts of the city like Eastern 
Market and the White House. 
Afterward, they created a board 
game. The parents were invited to 
play and the kids by far knew more 
trivia about the District than any of 
the grown-ups,” said Wodatch. 

“A child who may not know 
how to express his or her learning 
thorough the traditional context can 
express it through a dramatic piece,” 
said Robb Rye, preschool teacher 
and artist-in-residence. “He can 
show what he learned about the 
Anacostia River through a play 
as opposed to through an essay.”

Outsider musican 
Daniel Johston beats 
the devil in a new film 

FILM I If there is a connection 
between madness and genius, musi- 
cian and artist Daniel Johnston is 
both living proof and a victim of 
this perception. 

An Austin, Texas, native, 
Johnston began playing in punk 
bands in the early 1980s. by the 
time his schizophrenia developed 
to the point that he was virtually 
unable to perform or even to func- 
tion, he was an admired songwriter. 
Austin doesn’t let go of its beloved 
freaks easily — the more damaged 
the better. Johnston has continued 
to record on and off for decades, 
and his music is bitter and sweet, 
obsessive, self- doubting, fragile as 
a spider’s web. 

Like anyone whose mental pro- 
cesses are mysterious, Johnston 
has remained an enigmatic fig- 
ure for years. Now, Jeff Feuerzeig 
has unearthed a jaw-dropping 
archive of audio- and videotape 
of Johnston and rounded up the 
musician’s friends and fans to dis- 


cuss him. 

The resulting portrait of hipster 
affectation, “The Devil and Daniel 
Johnston,” isn’t pretty. Interview 
subjects babble on about what a 
genius the nutty guy is, while the 
center of speculation himself shuf- 
fles zombielike through his days in 
his parents’ basement — graying, 
overweight, numb. 

Daniel Johnston is a perfect can- 
vas for projection, but Feuerzeig 
resists the urge. Instead, his careful 


observation of Johnston immersed 
in his music; with his poor, belea- 
guered parents; and onstage in old 
videotapes which capture some of 
his psychotic breaks in horrific real 
time all help to create an insightful 
and finally moving portrait of the 
madness of genius and the genius of

Louis Gets Lucky 



Louis C.K. hates his 
wife, kids and life; 
that’s why he’s funny 

CO M E DY I After Louis C.K. sent his 
sitcom pilot “Lucky Louie” to HBO, 
he waited nervously for the cable 
behemoth’s reply about whether it 
wanted a full 12 -episode season. 

C.K. is a great and filthy stand- 
up, director of the cult film “Pootie 
Tang” and a former writer for “Late 
Night With Conan O’Brien,” but he 
had already been rejected by CBS 
and Fox for other sitcom proposals, 
and on the surface his latest gambit 
seemed generic: Loser Louie hangs 
out with his loser friends and carps 
about his wife and kid. 

C.K. shot an e-mail to comedi- 
an Chris Rock saying he was wor- 
ried that “Lucky Louie” wouldn’t 
get luck. But according to Boston 
Globe Magazine, C.K.’s former 
boss on the “Chris Rock Show” 
wrote back: “A sitcom with curs- 


ing is a better invention than the 
iPod. It’s going to be the biggest 
thing in the world.” 

HBO must think so, too: “Lucky 
Louie” debuts June 11 as part of the 
network’s powerhouse Sunday- 
night lineup. 

But it’s not just F-bombs that 
will likely set the sitcom apart; it’s 
C.K.’s hilariously dark outlook on 
life and his willingness to voice it, 
as he’s been doing on the standup 


stage for 20 years. As C.K. relayed 
to the New York Daily News: “When 
I told the [HBO] executives. My 
baby sucks and I hate my wife, who 
has assassinated my sexual identity,’ 
they nodded their heads and said, 
‘Yeah.’

Jeff Bridges puts on

FLEXIBLE I Jeff Bridges’s career 
started before he could walk. As 
an infant, the son of screen legend 
Lloyd Bridges appeared in the 
1950 melodrama “The Company 
She Keeps.” Six decades later, he’s 
one of the most respected and 
versatile actors of his generation. 
A four-time Oscar nominee, his 
credits include “The Last Picture 
Show,” “Starman,” “The Fabulous 


Baker Boys,” “The Fisher King” and 
“The Big Lebowski.” 

Following his turn as a race- 
horse owner in 2003’s “Seabiscuit,” 
Bridges enters a different arena in 
his new film “Stick It.” 

As Burt Vickerman, Bridges is 
a former gymnast whose career 
was ruined by an injury and has 
turned to coaching women’s gym- 
nastics. Enter 17-year- old truant 
Haley (Missy Peregrym) who is 
ordered by a judge to serve her 
“sentence” at his Texas training 
facility. A once -promising gym- 
nast, Haley dropped out of com- 


petition and turned to less con- 
structive pursuits. 

Coach and pupil initially butt 
heads but eventually learn impor- 
tant lessons about commitment, 
cooperation, competition and 
rule -breaking. 


Bridges, 56, said he relished the 
opportunity to play a coach, noting 
that he admires basketball coach 
John Wooden. Though his char- 
acter in “Stick It” is a far cry from 
that legend. Bridges says it was a 
fun challenge as an actor to play a 


maverick coach. 

“He’s probably quite a bit like 
Missy’s character when he was 
her age, very much pushing the 
envelope and really testing him- 
self,” he says. 

Working with a cast of mostly 
teenage girls. Bridges was right at 
home. He and his wife, Susan, have 
raised three daughters. 

“The fact that I have daughters 
really helped me a lot,” the actor 
said, smiling. “There are certain 
things that come with the pack- 
age.” 

Bridges says the nice thing 
about playing Vickerman is that 
it is unlike any other character he 
has played onscreen. The actor has 
made a concerted effort to avoid 
getting typecast, having observed 
first-hand the consequences. 

“My father had this ‘Sea Hunt’ 
series in the ’60’s that was very 
successful,” Bridges said. “People 
thought he was a skin diver. For 
years, the only scripts that he got 
were skin diver scripts.” angela dawson
